ROM time to time there crops up the case of the dis- 
gruntled customer who tries to tell the world in gen- 
eral his personal opinion of a manufacturer’s product which 
has not proved to be to his liking. Some months ago in 


New York state there was a case in which a man.had bought |

a car that dic 
covered it with uncomplimentary placards, 
performance and ancestry, and paraded 
streets of his town. 

Obviously, this was free advertising of a kind that the 
dealer did not care for, and he brought suit. The courts 
decided that the owner had no right to make this public 
announcement of his displeasure, and the one car parade 
was stopped. 

Just now another case of similar sort has come to our 
attention. A car buyer in the Capital City found that the 
car he had purchased did not meet his ideas of what he was 
getting and he decorated it with lemons and took it into the 
public highways. The dealer in this case claimed that pay- 
ments on the vehicle were behind and seized it. Now the 
owner is suing for a return of his lemon-decorated vehicle. 

While it may seem at first sight to be within the rights 
of any man to decorate his car with anything he wants to 
put on it, the idea of publicly labeling any product of which 
the buyer does not approve as much as he thought he was 
going to with uncomplimentary legends is a dangerous one. 
Individuals are often unreasonable. They demand more 
than they have a right to expect. If every man who became 
disgruntled after he had made a purchase were allowed to 
express his opinion in unflattering publicity, dealers in all 
sorts of products would have a mighty unhappy life. With 
such a product as a motor car, the buyer’s operation of it 
may be the cause of his dissatisfaction. Yet the dealer would 
not be permitted to advertise his customer’s carelessness. 

The whole idea of an individual’s being allowed to 
advertise unfavorably any product on the basis of his per- 
sonal experience with it is extremely dangerous, and it is to 
be hoped that the courts will frown upon it. 


Synthetic Fuel 


R. HANS TROPSCH, an internationally known German 
chemist who is now.in this country, stated the other 
day that it is now possible to make gasoline from either 
water-gas or from natural gas. The process is very much 
the same as that used in the production of wood alcohol. 
That water-gas can be employed in internal combustion 
engines has been known for a long time. Heavy duty trucks 
in France and England have been operated on water-gas 
generated on the vehicle. But if water-gas can be turned 
into actual liquid motor fuel, a new source of power for 
internal combustion engines is available and a source that 
should be almost limitless.

Spectroscope 
“Fingerprints” 
Motor Knocks 


State College, Pa., July 25.— 
Through the use of the spectro- 
scope close examination of what 


| takes place in a cylinder when an 


automohile motor “knocks” has 
provided automotive engineers 
with valuable information which 
could be obtained in no other 
known way. Dr. Emma P. Carr 
of Mount Holyoke College told of 
her experiments in this direction 
before the Institute of Chemistry 
of the American Chemical Society. 
The spectroscope is used to proe 
vide means of identification and 
chemical reactions comparable to 
fingerprinting in police circles. Ar- 
tificial rainbows and the measure- 
ment of their light-waves are in- 
volved in some experiments. 

These scientific “fingerprints” are 
taken on photographic plates through 


a special instrument somewhat re-
